Very 
Destructive 
Pest 
to 


Bean Plants 
Should Be 


Destroyed tft Once 


This insect is one of the two 
North American species of 
lady- 
birds

destructive 
to vegetation 
The other species 
known as the 
squash ladybird 
occurs 
in the 
eastern part of the United States 
All other North American species 
feed upon other insects 
princi- 
pally

bean ladybird is known to occur 
in

Greenlee 
Graham 
Navajo 
Apache 
and 
Yavapai 
counties

The adult beetle is larger than 
our 
common 
ladybirds 
being 
about a fourth inch in length 
It 
is brownish orange in color with 
eight 
black 
spots 
The larvae 
vary in length from less than 
one sixteenth 
to about 
hs 
of an 
inch 
They 
are 
yellow 
in color and very spiny 
The pupae are yellow 
smooth 
and unable to crawl 
the insect 
having attached itself firmly to 
the under surface of a leaf or to 
some otherobject before shedding 
its larval skin 
It does not feed 
in the pupal stage 
The adult ladybirds appear in 
the bean fields in the latter part 
of June and early in July 
They 
feed for several days on the bean 
plants before egg laying begins 
During this time growers can af- 
ford

tion

hand or to poisoning 
them with 
arsenate 
of

Each female 
ladybird is capable 
of 
laying 
several batches of eggs usually

New Mexico Experiment 
Station 
laid a total of 754 eggs 
in the course of 40 days 
It is 
evident therefore that it is well 
worth while to destroy the adults 
before the egg laying period

as 25 cents a

for the destruction of 
these beetles at this season 
Where children are available 
for 
collecting the 
beetles 
or 
where it is a matter of control in 
a small home garden then hand 
work

how- 
ever

watched carefully and thoroughly 
sprayed with arsenate of lead at 
the rate of one half ounce 
pow- 
der

The adult 
beetles eat 
holes 
all the way 
through the leaf tissue 
and can 
therefore be poisoned by applica ¬ 
tions of arsenate of lead to the 
tops of the leaves 
The young 
larvae 
however feed upon the 
under surfaces and do not eat all 
the way through 
so an applica ¬ 
tion on the top sides of the leaves 
would not be effective 
against 
them
